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Parish Do’s and Dont’s for Young Catholics 


If a new pastor is appointed to your 
parish, make yourself acquainted with 
him at the first opportunity. 

Make it a point to be on time for 
Mass and other services in Church, 
also for U.C.Y. meetings. If you have 
an appointment with one of the priests 
of your parish, try to be on hand ahead 
of time rather than late. He probably 
has other appointments scheduled after 
yours. 

Except in case of emergency, do not 
call your pastor by telephone during 
ordinary meal times. When you do 
call, it is good to ask: “Is Father busy 
now ?” Try to be foresighted enough 
to make routine calls, e.g., concerning 
the hours of Masses, during the day 
and not late at night. 

Don’t be a parish gossip. It is true, 
every priest has his faults and perhaps 
idiosyncrasies, but before God he is 
trying to do his best for you. Much of 
the gossip passed around about priests 
is based on misinformation and ignor¬ 
ance of the facts. 

Remember: you offer the Mass with 
the priest. Accompany the priest in 
the prayers of the Holy Sacrifice with 
your missal or prayer book. You will 
thus gain more from the Mass and be 
less distracted. 

Build up the habit of receiving Holy 
Communion each time you assist at 
Mass. This is the perfect way of shar¬ 
ing in the Holy Sacrife. 

Invite your non-Catholic friends to 
come to Mass wih you, and to other 
church services. Give them simple ex¬ 
planations of what the services mean. 
Most of them will be grateful for this 
kindness. 

Remember that it is easy for Cath¬ 
olics to scandalize non-Catholics and 
converts by unbecoming conduct at 
Mass and in church. Talking, giggling, 


and rushing out of church before the 
end of services, give great disedificat- 
ion. 

Receive Holy Communion regularly 
with the parish organization to which 
you belong. 

Be on the alert to offer your ser¬ 
vices as a baby-sitter for young coup¬ 
les, so that once in a while they can 
attend Mass together. 

If you know of fallen-away Catholics 
in your neighborhood, inform your pas¬ 
tor about them. A word or visit from 
him may be all that is needed to bring 
them back to the faith. 

If a non-Caholic shows interest in the 
Catholic faith, offer to accompany him 
on a visit to a priest. Don’t just send 
him. 

When you meet priests or Sisters on 
the street, be the one to give the first 
greeting. They themselves must be 
prudent about whom they address. 

If you have even ordinary ability as 
a singer, offer to help out in the Choir 
of your parish. Men are especially 
needed and welcome. 

If your parish priest preaches a ser¬ 
mon that is particularly helpful to you, 
tell him about it when an opportunity 
offers itself. If he does something that 
you feel is not beneficial to the parish, 
don’t express your views to your 
neighbors, but tell the pastor, in a 
kindly and humble way. 

Don’t “shop around” for a different 
confessor every time you go to con¬ 
fession. Although every Catholic has 
full liberty to confess to any author¬ 
ized priest, it is most beneficial to have 
a regular confessor. This holds espec¬ 
ially for those who may be battling 
with some great temptation or prob¬ 
lem, and for those who wish to make 
some progress in holiness. 
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Try to have a regular time for going 
to confession, and go often. Remem¬ 
ber that confession is not only a means 
of having sins forgiven, but also of 
gaining strength against future tem¬ 
ptations. If you have nothing else to 
tell the priest at your regular confes¬ 
sion, just mention again some sin of 
your past life. 

Parish gatherings are excellent 
opportunities for Catholics to find 
suitable partners for marriage. Some 
people compain that they never have a 
chance to go out with good Catholics, 
and yet they never attend Catholic 
gatherings. 

Choose only a good Catholic for 
steady company-keeping. Above all, 
keep away from divorced persons. 
Marriage is too important a step to be 
trifled with. The general rule is that 
a Catholic can be ruly happy and suc- 
cesful in marriage only with a Catholic 
partner. Therefore keep company only 
with such a Catholic or with a person 
who shows sincere interest in your 
faith. 

Talk over a contemplated marriage 
with your parents, your pastor or your 
confessor. Their experience and wis¬ 
dom will help you beforehand; it will 
not help you much to come crying on 
their shoulders after you have entered 
an unwise marriage 

Remember that as a Catholic you 
can be validly married only before a 
priest and two witnesses. If a Catholic 
attempts marriage in any other way, 
he is not married and is therefore en¬ 
tering upon a life of sin. If he attempts 
marriage before a non-Catholic minis¬ 
ter of religion, he also incurs excom¬ 
munication. 

Wear a scapular or a scapular 
medal, and carry your rosary on your 
person. These Ihings are tokens of 
your love of God; they bring you extra 
graces, and they remind you often to 


pray. Besides, they prove that you are 
a Catholic, and in case of an accident 
show that you are entitled to all the 
administrations of a priest. 

If you are considering a vocation to 
the priesthood or the religious state, 
place yourself under the guidance of 
your pastor or your confessor. They 
are the only persons qualified and 
commissioned to direct you in so im¬ 
portant a decision. 

A faithful and zealous worker should 
not feel hurt if the pastor sometimes 
passes him over and assigns tasks to 
others in order to spread out the work. 

Remember that, as a Catholic, you 
are “on the spot.” The world will be 
quick to criticize you if you do not 
live a truly Catrolic life, even though 
it has little use for the Catholic Church. 
If you are a genuine Catholic, do not 
expect much praise, except from God. 
You may be sure, however, that by 
giving the example of a devout Cath¬ 
olic life you will be influencing a count¬ 
less number of souls. On the contrary, 
no one does so much harm to himself, 
to the Church, or to the world, as a 
bad Catholic or a fallen away Catholic. 
Fear nothing so much as the loss of 
sanctifying grace and your faith.

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TRUTHS ABOUT MARY 


It is well known that many Christ¬ 
ians who are not Catholics find great 
difficulty over the Catholic concept 
and practice of devotion to Mary, the 
mother of Christ. A large part of this 
difficulty arises from the fact that they 
lave been taught erroneous ideas as 
to just what Catholics believe about 
Mary. A simple statement of the sim¬ 
ple truths that all Catholics accept con¬ 
cerning the mother of Christ may nelp 
to remove some of the difficulty for 
men and women of good will. 

On the other hand, there are some 
Catholics who admit to a lack of 
strong devotion to the mother of God. 
There are not many, but they are of a 
sufficient number to deserve attention. 
Their trouble is, not that they have 
been taught wrong things about Mary, 
but that they have not learned, absorb¬ 
ed and applied enough of the truths 
about Mary. For them, too, a simple 
statement of the basic doctrines re¬ 
vealed about Mary and of their nat¬ 
ural consequences for the human mind 
and heart, may bring them to oneness 
with the majority of Catholics in de¬ 
votion to God’s mother. 

For the sake of clearness, each Cath¬ 
olic doctrine concerning Mary will first 
be stated simply, then a reference to 
the proofs of the doctrine, as found in 
the Bible will be given. 

1. Mary is truly and properly to be 
called the Mother of God. 

PROOF Every reference to Mary’s 
son in the Bible, in the prophecies that 
preceeded Him, in the annunciation to 
Mary, in the story of His birth, pro¬ 
claim Him to be God. According to Is- 
aias, He was to be Emmanuel, which 
is interpreted “God with us.” Accord 
ing to Luke, Mary was to conceive and 
bear a Son who would be called the Son 


of the Most High and the Son of God. 
Christ called himself God; His works 
proved Him to be God. No other con¬ 
clusion can be drawn from all this than 
that Mary was the mother of the one 
divine person who united in Himself 
the two natures of God and man. 
Clearly she is to be called the Mother 
of God. 

2. Mary was immaculately conceiv¬ 
ed, i.e., without ever being subject to 
the effect of original sin. 

PROOF — For those who accept the 
Bible as the infallibly revealed word of 
God, there can be no doubt either of 
the fact of original sin as transmitted 
from Adam and Eve to all human be¬ 
ings, or of the fact that Mary was 
made exempt from it from the very in¬ 
stant of her conception. 

The fact of the universal inheritance 
of original sin is clear from the pen¬ 
alties God invoked on the human fam¬ 
ily after the sin of its first parents, and 
the frequent references to its effect to 
be found in the New Testament. That 
Mary was to be the only one exempted 
from the effects of original sin, God 
made clear by His words to Satan in 
the midst of His prophesies that all 
men would suffer from original sin. 
He said: “I will put enmities between 
thee and the woman.” (Gen. 3:15) This 
could hardly mean anything but that 
Mary would never for an instant be 
aligned with Satan as all ordinary mor¬ 
tals are through original sin. That she 
actually was so freed from Satan’s 
power was stated by the angel who 
said to her. “Hail, full of grace.” 
(Luke 1:28). Such fullness of grace 
leaves no room for any of the effects 
of original sin that would have been 
in her had she not been, through the 
anticipated merits of Christ’s death, 
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e^empieu irom it irom tlie very mom- 
cm vvi.en sue came mio ueing.

'that she always remained a virgin is 
clear from the insistance of the Bible 
on calling her a virgin, and from the 
fact that from the time of Christ this 
title has been given her by all Christ¬ 
ian ages. 

4. lvxary may, in a very real sense, 
be called the co-redemer of the human 
i/ace and the mediatress of all thei 
graces through which men are saved. 

PROOF — Certainly nobody can de¬ 
ny the truth that Mary was chosen by 
God to be in a special way a helper to 
His Son in redeeming all mankind. She 
was chose to be a very intimate help¬ 
er. She was asked to give her consent 
to becoming the Mother of God. Her 
answer was: “Be it done unto me ac¬ 
cording to Thy word.” She was privil¬ 
eged to form the body of Christ in her 
womb, and to bring it forth into the 
world. She was the one who was asked 
to watch over His growth into man¬ 
hood, when He would be ready to en¬ 
ter upon the work of our redemption. 
She was made to share His sufferings 
for us all, even up to the moment when 
she stood, sorrowing, beneath His 
cross. How perfectly natural to see in 
all this God’s own wish that she be 


considered, in a certain secondary 
sense, our “co-redeemer,” — i.e., the 
one wnom God Jtiimseif chose to assist 
tne Redeemer most intimately and 
and personally. 

It is especially from the fact that 
Mary was chosen by God to bring His 
bon incarnate into the world that the 
title of mediatress of all graces is be¬ 
stowed on her. Again this title in no 
way detracts from that of Christ as the 
sole, principal, effective mediator be¬ 
tween God and man. It merely means 
that she is a created instrument that 
God used in bringing redemption to the 
world. It is apparent that God used 
her as a chosen means through which 
our Redeemer would come to us. How 
perfectly natural it is to assume that 
since God chose that Christ Himself, 
the source of all redemption and all 
grace, should come to us through 
Mary, so all the graces made available 
to us through Christ should, according 
to God’s plan, be distributed through 
her. How can it be other than in ac¬ 
cord with God’s will that she whom 
He chose to give Christ Himself to the 
world, should also be destined by Him 
to distribute the graces that He merit¬ 
ed for us all? 

5. Mary is truly and really the mo¬ 
ther of all Christians. 

PROOF — God revealed His will that 
that Mary should be a mother to all 
Christians in three ways. First, He did 
so by selecting her to give birth to 
Christ, Who is the real, supernatural, 
eternal life of all human beings who 
accept Him. By giving Christ to men, 
she gave them life in a more import¬ 
ant sense than even a natural mother 
is able to do. That is what makes a 
mother — giving life to a child. That 
is what makes Mary, according to 
God’s own plan, the mother of all men. 

Second, she paid the price that all 
mothers must pay for the glorious of¬ 
fice of motherhood. The price is suf- 
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fering. God saw to it that she suffered 
as no other mother before or after her. 
She was granted a taste of all the suf¬ 
ferings that all other mothers ever en¬ 
dure, and thereby paid the universal 
price of motherhood. It is simply un¬ 
thinkable that God asked her to ac¬ 
cept all this suffering for Himself 
alone. He did not need her suffering, 
and if she had belonged to Him alone, 
His love would have spared her from 
suffering. But she was to belong to suf¬ 
fering humanity and for that reason

Third: Christ on His cross addressed 
her as the mother of men. St. John 
stood beside her as the representative 
of all human beings. When Christ said 
to her, “Behold thy son,” and to him, 
“Behold thy mother,” He was putting 
into words what had been intended by 
God for all eternity, that Mary was to 
be called and to really be the mother 
of mankind.
